Trust.

in restraint of trade, and requiring them 
to show cause to the State Supreme 
Ceurt why they should not be ousted. 


Secretary a Witness. 
George K. Smith, secretary of the Yel- 


low Pine Manufacturers’ Association, 
as the first witness.

He was asked about the World's Fair 
meeting of the Southern Lumber Man- 


ufacturers’ Association, held at the Hoo-|

replied that the meeting héld there was 
the regular semi-annual gathering, and 
that the Price List Committee met 
in executive session at that time. 

From his records he testified that the 
committee reported that lumber was 
teing cut faster than it was being 
shipped, that a large surplus resulted, 
and that, so long as the surplus should 
continue, “stable or advancing values 
will be impossible. A way must be 
found,” the report continued, ‘“‘to re- 
duce the surplus and keep the sup- 
Ely in proportion to the demand.” 

Reduction of Output. 

The meeting, he testified, then went 
into executive session, and the secre- 
minutes showed that “it was 
thought advisable to recommend to all 
manufacturers a reduction of 38 1-3 per 
cent in the output of all sawmills until 
such time as the demand should more 
nearly absorb the supply.”

Way in Paris-Madrid 


Race and Clips 1 Hour 30 Minutes From 
Fast Train Time on First Lap.

PARIS. May 22.—Pierre Vedrine, un- 


dismayed by the wreck of his own mra- 
chine yesterday just prior to the dis- 
aster in which the French Minister of 
War was killed, again started in the 
Paris-to-Madrid race early this morning, 
end was soon setting new world’s rec- 
| rds. 

M. Train, who in trying to avoid 
crashing into a squadron of Cuirassiers 
Kalloping across the military field, 
caused yesterday's tragedy and who 
was entitled, under the conditions of the 
race, to make another start in the in- 
ternational flight contest, announced 
that he had no heart to do so because 
of his terrible misha Four other 
aviators, Weyman, rks. Garnier and 
Ferrept, also retired from the race. 

Takes Warly#Fiight. 

Vedrine at 3:30 this morning took a 
preliminary flight around the field at 
Issy-Les-Molineaux for the purpose of 
testing his motor and then at 4:11 o'clock 
arose high in the air and disappeared 
swiftiy in the fog towards Engouleme, 
the first stage of the race. 

There were‘no cheers when the aviator 
started on his flight, the people seem- 
ingly being stunned by the accident at- 
tending the opening of the event. The 
crowd and the judges, however, re- 
mained on the aviation field throughout 
the morning and received telegrams 
from the official time keepers along the 
route of the flight. 

Vedrine arrived at Angouleme at 7:50 
o'clock, having covered the 279 miles in 
8 hours’and 39 minutes. The running 
time of the Southern Express between 





| Paris and Angouleme is 5 hours and 18 
minutes. 
Makes a New Record. 

The judges announced that Vedrine 
had broken the record for the long-dis- 
tance cross-country flight. His time 
was all the more extraordinary when it 
wes considered that .the airman had 
made a stop at Etampes, 35 miles from 
Paris, to regulate his motor. The avi- 
ator arrived at Angouleme in good con- 
dition, though he suffered considerably 
from the cold. M. Garros was the only 
contestant out of yesterday's four start- 
ers to reach Angouleme.. Gibert reached 
Pontlevoy, but, learning of the catas- 
trophe on the Issy field, decided to pro- 
ceéd no further. s 

Le Laseur landed near Cosne, having 
lost his way in a fog. Beaumont de- 
scended at Azay+sur-Imbre and on at- 
tempting to resume his flight damaged 
the left wing of his aeroplane by dash- 
ing against a tree. ice 

Later in the day Aviator Frey} who 
had expressed his intention of retiring 
from the Paris-to-Madrid race, changed 
his mind and followed Vedrine to An- 
gouleme.

' Defiance of Law. 

Mills said Drummond’ s actions in Cali- 
fornia, where he has been expelled with 
a new affinity from two hotels, show 
that he laughs at the St. Louis County 
warrant against him. 

When tried for bigamy before Judge 
Wurdeman at Clayion Drummond was 
fined $200 and sentenced to a jail term; 
but he was paroled from the jail sen- 
tence on condition that he be good 
He was warned by Judge Wurdemtan 
that if he was guilty of further misbe- 
haviors with women, the parole would 
be revoked. When Drummond eloped 
to New York with a young S8t. Louis 
woman a little later, the parole. was 
revoked and a warrant was issued for 
his arrest.. He fled to Paris, and re- 
cently rcturmned to the United States. 

Grueninger would’ pot say whether he 
had heard from the telegrams to Cali- 
fornia, or when he intended to send 
an officer to arrest Drummond.

‘He was asked about the World's Fair 
m of the Southern Lumber Man-

Pierfe .Vedrine Leads

Way in Paris-Madrid 


Race and Clips 1 Hour 30 Minutes From 
Fast Train Time on First Lap.

PARIS. May 22.—Pierre Vedrine, un- 


dismayed by the wreck of his own rra- 
chine yesterday just prior to the dis- 
aster in which the French Minister of 
War was killed, again started in the 
Paris-to-Madrid race early this morning, 
end was soon setting new world’s rec- 
cords. 

M. Train, who in trying to avoid 
crashing into a squafron of Cuirassiers 
Kalloping across the military field, 
caused yesterday’s tragedy and who 
was entitled, under the conditions of the 
race, to make another start in the in- 
ternational flight contest, announced 
that he had no heart to do so because 
of his terrible mishap.

Takes Karly#Fiight. 

Vedrine at 3:30 this morning took a 
preliminary flight around the field at 
Issy-Les-Molineaux for the purpose of 
testing his motor and then at 4:11 o’clock 
arose high in the air and disappeared 
swiftly in the fog towards Engouleme, 
the first stage of the race. 

There were’no cheers when the aviator 
started on his flight, the people seem- 
ingly being stunned by the accident at- 
tending the opening of the event. The 
crowd and the judges, however, re- 
mained on the aviation field throughout 
the morning and received telegrams 
from the official time keepers along the 
route of the flight. 

Vedrine arrived at Angouleme at 7:50 
o’clock, having covered the 279 miles in 
3 hours’and 39 minutes. The running 
time of the Southern Express between

When tried for bigamy before Judge 
Wurdeman at Clayton Drummond was 
fined $200 and sentenced to a jail term; 
but he was paroled from the jail sen- 
tence on condition that he be good 
He was warned by Judge Wurdeman 
that if he was guilty of further misbe- 
haviors with women, the parole would 
be revoked. When Drummond eloped 
to New York with a young St. Louis 
woman a little later, the parole. was 
revoked and a warrant was issued for 
his arrest. He fled to Paris, and re- 
cently rceturmed to the United States. 

Grucninger would’ pot say whether he 
had heard from the telegrams to Cali- 
fornia, or when he intended to send 
an officer to arrest Drummond.

Methodist Ministers Hear Bible 


Discussed From Standpoint 
of Philosophy. . 


The Rev. Ivan Lee Holt, doctor of 
philosophy, who is the youthful pastor 
or the University Methodist’ Church, 
University City, startled the meeting of 
ministers of the Methodist Church, 
South, at Centenary  waurch Monday by 
his method of diseussing theological 
problems as viewed through the eyes 
of the world’s philosophy, ‘both pagan 
and Christian, ancient and modern. 
Dr. Holt discussed the sufferings of 
Job, 4 man who was sinless yet who be- 
lieved that suffering was due to sin, 
and the wufistian idea of a devil. He 
said that Satan as known to Christian- 
ity was a figtre that ‘may have been 
taken from the Ye aioe god of 
evil. 
Evil Taken. ‘er Granted. 

In discussing evil and Satan as known 
to the faith of Jesus, Dr. Holt said: 

“The silence of Jesus of many. things 
about which we speculate much is note- 
worthy. He takes evil for granted; he 
deals with it as a fact. It is true that 
a malicious spirit called Beelzebub or 
Satan appears in dim outline in the 
gospel narratives. 

“-This conception would give to evil 
the aspect of an awful mystery and 
would make it possible to think, of man 
jas a victim rather than the prime agent 


as an anti-god, but only as an advey 
sary and one, too, that can be controlled 
by the will that says, ‘Get thee behind 
me, Satan.’ ; 

“It may that Jesus made use of 
the current conceptions of Satan and 
evil spirits to make Himself. intelligible 
to those of his day; through the influ- 
ence of Persian dualism a belief in a 
malicious evil spirit had been growing 
up in the period between the Old and 
the New Testaments, 

Satan King of Evil Spirits. 

“The belief in evil spirits was and is 
inuigenous to tlie Semitic mind. By the 
time of Jesus, Satan had become in the 
popular mind the king and director of 
these evil spirits. The language of 
Jesus concerning Satan and evil spirits 
is rather pictorial than didactic; he is 
not giving his views on the realities of 
such beings so much as he is imparting 
ethical instruction. Withotu entering 
into a further discussion as to the be- 
lief of Jesus in such evil spirits, let me

Premier Monis, who was buried be- 
neath the wreckage of the monoplane, 
sustained campound fractures of two 
bones in the right lez, had his nose 
broken, his fagee badly contused and 
received bruises on the breast and ab- 
domen, passed a quiet night. No com- 
plications have set in. 


200,000 See Accident. 

The accident occurred on the aviation 
field at Issy-les-Molineaux, where 200,- 
000 persons had gathered to see the 
start of the Paris-to-Madrid race. 

With Train in the monoplane that 
wrought such havoc, was M. Bounier, a 
passenger. Neither of these men was 
injured. The machine was wrecked. 

Minister of War Berteaux was hor- 
ribly mangled. The swiftly revolving 
propeller cut off his left arm, which 
was found 10 feet away from the spot 
where he was struck, the back of his 
head was crushed in, his throat gashed 
and the whole of his left side cut and 
lacerated. 

Premier Monis was buried beneath 
the wreckage of the monoplane. Mili- 
tary surgeons found he had sustained 
‘compound fractures of two bones in 
the right leg, that his. nose was 
broken, his face badly contused and 
there were bruises on the breast and 
abdomen, 7 
Others abies. 

M, Deutsch and Antoine Monis, the 
Premiers son, were hurt, but not se- 
riously. 

Among those that had narrow 
escapes from injury, was M. Lepine, 
the Prefect of Police. 

Although the condition of Premier Mo- 
nis continues satisfactory, Prof. Lanne- 
longue officially announced this after- 
noon that it would still take three days 
before he would be able to say whether 
the Minister was out of danger. 

The age of M. Monis, who is 65 years 
old today, is another factor in his gen- 
eral condition. 

There was a pathetic scene at the bed- 

side of the injured Minf8ter this morn- 
ing when he. received Emile Constant, 

Under-secretary of the Interior, and the 
members of his own family, all of whom 

extended their birthday wishes. 

The Premier first asked for news con- 
cerning the heafth of his colleague in 
the Cabinet, M. Berteaux. M. Constant 
replied that the condition of the Minis- 
ter of War was grave, whereupon M. 
-Monis murmured: 

“Oh! Poor fellow; we both had a nar- 
row escape.”’ 

If the Premier’s condition strengthens 
this evening he probably will be in- 
formed of the death of Berteaux. The 
funeral of the War Minister has been 
definitely fixed for Friday. 

Statesman and Business Man. 

Henry Maurice Berteaux embodied in 
“successful combination the qualities of 
statesman and business man. Fondness 
for politics led him into public life when 
a young man and he had taken a con- 
spicuous part in all the great agitations 

in France in the last 2 years. At the 
saine time he followed his business as 
broker at the Bourse and did !t so well 
that he accumulated a large fortune. 

His friends hoped to make him a candi- 
date for President in 1913. This was 
his second term in the war ministry, 
‘having been first appointed to the post 
when Gen. Andre was forced out in 1904. 
Only three civilians had ever held that 
post before, but early in his first ad- 
ministration he showed close acquaint- 
ance with the affairs of that depart- 
ment. When Premier Monis offered htm 
the portfolio again in March the coun-

He said the proposed location of the 
railroad approaches was such that it 
would be impossible for an independent 
line to connect with them unless it ob- 
tained some advantage by which it 
could force the city to make terms 
with it. 

The city has acquired land for a rail- 
road An og terminating 10,400 feet, 
approximately two miles, west of the 
pier at the water’s edge on the east side 
of the river. The approach will extend 
600 feet beyond the Terminal Railroad 
Association’s outer belt line. City Coun- 
selor Walther and Attorney Joyce de- 
clare that the approach is terminating 
in absolutely free territory. 

Wants More Land, 

The Alton & Mississippi is trying to 
condemn .a strip of land 100 feet wide, 
beginning at the east side -pier, and 
covering practically the exact site of the 
| roposed approach for a distance of 2800 
feet. There the Alton & Mississippi's 
proposed approach branches to the 
s-uth. The Alton & Mississippi also filed 
@ sult to condemn a piece of land lying 
immediately north of the approach. 

If it acquired this land the city would, 
according to City Counselor Walther, 
be completely at the mercy of the Alton 
& Mississippi, as there would be no pos- 
sible way of building an approach with- 
cut passing over land owned by the Al- 
ton & Mississipp!. The Southern Rail- 
road yards lie immediately south, mak- 
ing it impossible to build the approach 
ia that direction. 

In its injunction suit against the Alton 
& Mississippi, the city charges that the 
corporation is not a legally constituted 
railroad and that it copied the route 
which the city had already mapped out 
for the approach. It is also charged that 
the company is not financially able to 
build a railroad, and that the condem- 
nation suit is merely an effort to ex- 
tort money from the city. 

Negotiations Were On. 
At the time the Alton & Mississippi 
filed its condemnation suit on the strip 
of land the city was negotiating with 
the Southern Railway for its purchase, 
There was a hitch in the proceedings, 
and before the city Gould file its con- 
demnation suit in the. Federal courts, 
Oct. 21, 1910, the Alton & Mississippi 
filed its suit in the Circuit Court at 
Belleville. 
At the time the suit was filed, 
the city. had already paid out $128,100 
for land for the east side Approach, 
practically completed the east side pier, 
let the contracts for the construction of 
the superstructure of the bridge, and ac- 
quired the site for the St. Louis ap- 
proach. The city had, at that time, ap- 
propriated $2,888,000 for the bridge. 
The Alton & Mississippi River 
Line Railway & Transportation Co. 
articles of incorporation Oct. 138, 
being capitalized for $25,000. Its con- 
demnation suit was pled Oct. 14, 1910, 
the day following the incorporation. 

Value of Land. 

While the controversy over the ¢on- 
démnation suits was going on, the Board 
of Arbitration, selected by the city and 
the Southern Railway, to fix the value 
of the seven aci'es of land needed by 
the city for the approach, filed its award. 
The board put a valuation of $18,470.37 
on ‘the land. As the city and the South- 
ern had entered into an agreement to 
abide by the decision of the arbitrators, 
the award makes it obligatory upon 
‘he Southern to sell the land to the 
city. 
City Counselor Walther and Attorney 
Joyce regard the award as a big victory 
for the city, as it will get the land for 
szuv,uu0 tess than the Southern Was ask- 
ing for it. As there can be no appeal 
from the decision, the city is now in a 
position to close the deal for the land, 
but for the condemnation suit of the 
Alton & Mississippi. The city cannot

Incorporators of Company. 

The incorporators of the Alton & Mis- 
sissippi River Belt Railway & Trans- 
portation Co. are John W. Bissell, Ju- 
lus H. Quasser, Henry L. Stern, Her- 
bert J. Friedman and Michael Feinberg, 
all of Chicago, and Thomas E. Lewis of 
St. Louis. Scherrer does not appear as 
one of the incorporators. Henry L. Stern 
is a brother of Gustave L. Stern of the 
law firm of Stern & Haberman. 

The Alton & Mississippi, according to 
Attorneys Stern & Haberman, proposes 
to build a terminal belt railway from 
the free bridge to Alton. The proposed 
route runs about eight miles east of 
East St. Louis and through Edwards- 
ville. The road would be 61 miles long. 

The company recently introduced in 
the House of Delegates a bill request- 
ing the Public Service Commission to 
prepare an ordinance fixing the terms 
and conditions upon which it might use 
the lower deck of the Free Bridge to get 
into St. Louis. 


Land Oity Has. 

With the exception of the lands fn con- 
troversy on the East Side the city has 
now acquired practically all of the 
ground needed for the approaches on 
both sides of the river. The land for 
wagon approaches, on the west side, has 
been acquired from the river to Sev- 
enth street, where it will terminate. 

The land for the railroad approach has 
Leen aequired from the river to Broad- 
way. 

The site for the wagon approach from 
Broadway to Seventh street is wide 
enough for the railroad approach also. 
The administration has not determined 
whether to acquire more land leading 
the railroad approach directly to the 
Mill Creek Valley to connect with the 
Terminal yards. The pbuildings on the 
epproach site are being torn down. The 
wreckage will be cleared away by July 1. 

“The charges that have been repeat- 
edly made that the bridge approaches 
on both sides of the river were lo9- 
cated in Terminal Railroad territory are 
not worthy of serious consideration,’’ 
said City Counselor Walther to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘‘We have carried 
the east side approach 600 feet west of 
the Terminal outer belt. It lies between 
the Southern Railway, which is half a 
mile south, and the Illinois Central Rail- 
road, which is half a mile north. 


Plenty of Territory. 
“There is an ¥ abundance of open ter- 


ritory for railroad yards extending clear 
back to the bluffs. We selected the 
nost direct and feasible route for the 
approach, and have acquired the land 
on very reasonable terms. 

“All but one of the railroads whose 
tracks we cross, as well as the Wig- 
wins Ferry Co., havé given the city 
necessary easements. The Southern Rail- 
road was the only line that demanded 
money for the easements. We had to 
take about seven agres of the Southern 
land, which was more than we had to 
acquire from any other railroad. 

“We have not yet obtained the right 
to cross certain streets and alleys in 
fast St. Louls. We proposed to have 
this aofe ‘by ordinance, instead of con- 
demnation, as some of the ‘streets will 
have to be vacated. 

‘The Law Department, as well as the 
other departments of the city govern- 
ment, has given the free bridge matters 
precedence over almost everything else. 
We have done everything we could to 
facilitate the building of the bridge.”’ 
teo J. Scherrer first made his ap- 
oearance in cormnection with free bridge 
matters a year ago, when he offered to 
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buy and give to the city a strip of land 
for an East Side approach. He pro- 
posed that the approach extend south- 
wardly toward certain tracts of land 
which are believed to have been bought 
by speculators. Charles (Cap) Troll, a 
former member of the House of Dele- 
gates, organized a syndicate to buy a 
portion of the Chartrand tract. The 
proposed route of the Alton & Missis- 
sippi leads toward this tract. 

The Municipal Assembly investigated 
Scherrer’s proposition. He would not 
say ‘Who was backing him, and, as the 
Assembly could not find that he had 
sufficient assets to carry out his prom- 
ises, his offer was rejected. 


Plan of Railroad. 
It was supposed at the time Scherrer 


made his original proposition that he 
in some way represented the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway, but this fact was 
never established. The Manufacturérs’ 
Railway later introduced an ordinance 
seekittg the right to bulld and operate 
the free bridge approaches on both sides 
of the, river. 

This ordinance was defeated. The 
Manufacturers’ Railway contemplated 
building a terminal belt railway on the 
yeast side of the river. Scherrer said 
that the route of his proposed railway 
covered practically the same route that 
the Manufacturers’ Raflway would have 
used if it had obtained the enactment 
of its ordinance.

Jeremiah Van Pelt, Drowned 
Sunday, Weakened by Car- 
rying Niece on Back. 





Many neighbors called at Albert 
Schiele’s home, 32722 Tholozan avenue, 
Monday to pet his 3-year-old daughter, 
Naomi, and learn the details of her 
escape from death in the Meramec River 
Sunday afternoon when her uncle, Jere- 
miah Vaih Pelt, of 4311 Chippewa street, 


was drowned. 

“Uncle gave me such a nice horse- 
back ride in the water,”’ said the child, 
too young to realize the tragedy which 
had followed the crowning delight of 
her day in the country. 

Relatives and friends of Van Pelt be- 
lieve his exertion in swimming with his 
little niece on his batk was an indirect 
vause of his death. He had disregarded 
warnings not to go in the water after 
eating a hearty meal. : 

“Naomi wants a horseback ride,”’ he 
said, laughing. ‘I'll take her across

With Naomi and her 10-year-old broth- 
er, Oliver, he went upstream out of 
sight of the camp, where he and the 
Schieles had been fishing since Satur- 
day afternoon. 

Fifteen minutes later Naomi ran to 
the camp, wet but happy. “Uncle took 
me on his back and swimmed all 
around,’’ she said. ‘‘He’ll be here in a 
minute.’”’ 

Oliver Schiele was the only witness to 
the drowning.

Putting the little girl safely ashore, 
Van Pelt complained of being tired. 

He and Oliver walked along the shore 
and Van Pelt said: “I’m rested now. 
I think I can swim back to the camp.”’

M. Levy, newly elected Congressman 
from New York, has joined Martin W, 
Littleton in the limbo of undesirables. 
The most exclusive Metropolitan Club 
has rejected the second New Yorker be- 
cause he is a Jew. Littleton was reject- 
ed because his social position and birth 
were. not exalted enough, according to 
report. , 

Levy's forbears rendered distinguished 
services to the United States. His 
sponsors were Rear Admiral H. T. B. 
Harris, a former Paymaster-General of 
the Navy, and Maj. David D. Porter of 
the Marine Corps. Before being acted 
upon, the name was posted on the board 
for two weeks, as required by the club 
regulations. It was withdrawn so quiet- 
ly that many of Mr. Levy's closest 
friends have been ignorant of what 
really happened. 

Levy is a son of Capt. Jonas P. Levy, 
and a nephew of Commodore Uriah P. 
Levy, a distinguished naval official of 
the last generation, who was mainly 
instrumental in the abolition of flogging 
in the United States Navy. 

Commodore Levy, in 1830, at the sug- 
gestion of President Jackson, became the 
owner of Monticello, the home of Thom- 
as Jefferson, and at his uncle’s death 
Jefferson Levy became, and still re- 
mains, the owner.

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Delegate Wickersham Says Syn- 
dicate Has Right-of-Way Over 
People-of Territory. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 22. — James 
Wickersham, delegate in Congress from 
Alaska, read with interest the New 
York World’s expose of the influence 
of tie Guggenheims. (The article was 
reproduced in the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch.) 

“T am much pleased,’’ he said, ‘‘to see 


a great newspaper like the World take 


an interest in our far-off, yet American, 
territory. The publicity of facts r®- 
garding the territory may induce Con- 
gress to give us a forth of self-govern- 
ment, te give us a Jegislative body. Pub- 
licity of all the fatts about Alaska must 
help the people who live in the terri- 
tory. I do not mean those who purport 
to own most of the rich territory, but 
those who live there, whose homes are 


- there, the men and women who are de- 


veloping the country.

‘epresentatives secured the right-of- 
way In Washington that there has been 
no important legislation enacted for the 
territory since the passage of the

“Of course, the appropriation bilis 
each year contain an allowance to keep 
up the road building under Maj.

Richardson, but otherwise the territory 
appeals for new laws, for ald, in vain.” 
The control in Alaska itself has been 
declared even more absolute than that 
at the national capital. Walter E. 
Clatk, present Governor of the Terri- 
tory, was recognized as the press agent 
of the Alaska syndicate—the holding 
company of the Alaskan interests of the 
Guggenheim-Morgan-Rothschild combi- 
nation—at Washington ‘before he suc- 
ceeded W. B. Hoggatt as Governor. 
Clark was Washington correspondent of 
a New York and a Seattle newspaper 
during his service as an “accelerator of 
public opinion,” and his influence has 
been openly exerted in behalf of the 
syndicate since he became Governor. 
When the movement was started by 
the “Rule or Ruin Gang’’ for ‘the re- 
moval of D. A. Southerland as Marshal 
and John J. Boyoe as District Attorney 
and the appointment of Faulkner and 
Rustgard, 664 residents of Juneau filed 
a petition of protest with the subcom- 
mittee of the Senate Committee on Ju- 
diciary. Then they burned . Clark 
in effigy. Maj. Dmory Val e pre 
sented the petition, which was signed 
‘by every member of the City Council, 
every clergyman in the town, all the 
physicians and all the lawyers. Faulk- 
ner and Rustgard were not confirmed 
then, no have they been since. 
In the last Congress Senator Bev- 








eridge introduced a bill providing for 
government by commtission.in Alaska. 
The commissioners were to be military 
and the plan would have along 
the lines which are now followed in the 
Philippines. The bill had reached a 
point where it would have been favor- 
ably recommended by the committee fn 
whose hands it was before Delegate 
Wickersham heard of it. 

Wickersham went at once to the Sen- 
ate and asked to see Senator Beveridge. 
He was told that the committee was*in 
session and that Beveridge could not see 
him. Wickersham persisted and the 
word came that the committee was in 
secret session. 

“Te can’t be until it hears from me,” 
Wickersham answered, and insisted so 
urgently on being heard that he was 
admitted. . 

As a result of the hearing Wickersham 
then assumed, the Alaskan Government 
bill went to the bottom of the calendar. 
Senator Beveridge withdrew entirely 
from its support and Senator Piles of 
Washington took charge of it. It never 
left its pigeonhole, however, and there 
has been no change in form even of the 
Guggenheim control of the territory.

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TOLL ARBITRATION. 
The Post-Dispatch, in behalf of all those who 


the suggestion of the Terminal combine’s de- 
fenders that arbitration in the right spirit might 
bring about a complete adjustment of the toll 
problem on a satisfactory basis. The Mirror, 
which has taken the railroad view of the ques- 
tion, urges the organizing of an Arbitration 
Committes, and James BH. Smith, in his Clarke 
banquet address, sald: 

Now as to the rates on ooal from within 
the 100-mile sone that are being complained 
of I do not hesitate to say that I believe these 
rates should be lower. . . . Let me fur- 
ther say that I am sure if the parties inter- 
ested (the railroads) were even now ap- 
proached in a spirit of decency and fairness 
by men armed with a friendly and amicable 
spirit rather than a spiked alub, they would 
be met in the same spirit by the managers 
of these coal roads 4nd that a fair adjust- 
ment could be arranged. 

The creation of the Municipal Terminal Com- 
mission, whose negotiations resulted in the 
elimination of arbitraries on traffic beyond the 
100-mile sone, was the direct consequence of 
the campaign against the loop franchise Dill. 
But the terms of concession were understood 
and accepted before the commission was cre- 
ated. The railroads were to put St. Louis on 
the railroad map by billing goods direct to St. 
Louis, instead of East St. Louls, and there was 
to be West Side delivery without tolls. The 
commission did admirable work in defining the 
problem to be solved and in obtaining the elim- 
ination of tolls on through traffic, but it stopped 
short of the final settlement. Although condemn- 
ing all bridge tolls as unusual, unjust and dis- 
criminating, the commission agreed to postpone 
the abolition of tolls within the 100-mile zone. 
The defeat of the Ranken tract bill has awak- 
ened the public to the necessity of the 
wiping out of all tolls and the final adjust- 
ment of the conditions which will restore har- 
mony between the city and the railroads. The 
failure of the recent Arbitration Committee 
should not be discouraging. 

The time is ripe for final settlement, the ul- 
timate basis of which was clearly defined by 
the Municipal Commission, whose work received 
commendation in all quarters. In its prelimi- 
nary report the commission said: 

“In all our conferences with the railroads 
we have consistently maintained that _ the 
only true and lasting solution of the rate 
problem was the total abolition of the charges 
for the transfer of freight across the river, 
commonly called the pe irs ai arbitrary, and 
we still think so. 

“Your commission took. the position that, 
while maintaining as a fixed principle that 
ultimate abolition of all charges now known 
as the bridge arbitrary was something which 
thie city might ultimately demand, we should, 
nevertheless, accept this proposition of the 
rattroads as a solution of présent difficul- 
tes. 


“Admitting what is doubtless trye, that 
the plan of the terminals as built, with a 
reasonable promptness in transfer from East 
St. Louis, might be made equal to any in the 
Untted States, nevertheless the present con- 
dition is repellant to newcomers; and has 
become notorious throughout the United 
States as a condition adverse to the prosper- 
ity of St. Louis. 

“The statement that the city in Ilinois has 
certain transportation advantages which we 
have not, and has practically all of our trans- 
portation advantages without expense to 
them, is unanswerable. These are the gen- 
erally admitted facts.’’ 

This is a sound platform upon which both the 
railroads and the city can meet with mutual 
profit. A committee or a commission created to 
accomplish the adjustment of differences on this 
basis would be acceptable to the public. If cre- 
ated it should be composed of men in whom the 
public have confidence, and who wil; deal with 
the railroads in the broadest and kirdliest spirit 
of good will and co-operation.

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As Chief Justice White considers law in its 
relation to monopoly, he considers “monopoly in 
the concrete” as possible “only ne an act} 
of sovereign power.” 

He finds that it is the purpose of American 
faw to prevent the use of the sovereign power 
of government for the establishment of State 
or private monopoly directed against emnetetate 
freedom of trade. This is institutional. * It 
is patt of the reason for the existence of gov- 
ernment under American forms.. They are de- 
signed as the Chief Justice shows {n consider- 
ing their common law origin, to protect. individ- 
ual rights of free bargain, free trade and free 
contract against any exercise of the sovereign 
power of government not defined as necessary 
for the purposes of government. itself. 

As monopoly in trade among two states abol- 
ishes freedom of trade and ends freedom of 
bargain, it is not part of the rightful power of 
government either to establish it or to allow 
it to be established by ‘corporations or combina-| 
tions, existing through’ the delegated power of 
government, or operated in disregard of the 
governmental atithority, | 

“Monopoly in the conetete” ts monopoly es. 
tablished as a fact.. As the Chief Justice shows 
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ing the right of individual freedom of ate 
bargain and contract. 

An’ teu Chiet ‘Fustshe ‘Getaes: the wotle ot ame 
nopoly, resulting from taking away the right 
to free bargain, they are (1)-“the power to fix 
prices and thereby injure the public’; (2) the 
power “of enabling a limitation of production”; 
and (3) “the danger of deterioration in the 
quality of the monopolized articles.” As these 
are embraced in the homely maxim that “it 
takes two to make a bargain,” the Chief Justice 
sums up the evils of monopoly as always 
threatened when the right of bargain is dis-/ 
regarded. In such a case one party dictates to 
the other “through.an act of sovereign power.” 
This is the power of coercion, which belongs to 
the functions not of trade, but of government. 
This power the Chief. Justice defines as that 
which makes “monopoly in the concrete,” or 
successful as a fact, 

The Chief Justice holds that the standard of 
reason must decide on the facts of each case 
how far, if at all, law has been violated. He 
makes i* clear that acts alleged to be penal, 
must by judged in each case on the facts, as 
they are tested by the reason of the law itself. 
But in doing so, he makes it equally clear that 
the decision of the Court is imperative. His 
opinion is itself a sweeping and imperative 
definition of the right of free bargain It is 
more than condemnation of monopoly. It con- 
demns and defines as unlawful every act which 
attempts “undue” freedom or licentiousness in 
trade by attempting to usurp the sovereign 
power of setting limits on free trade among the 
states and the citizens of the states.

In Defense of Los Angeles. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In your paper not long ago Mr. H. Thomas, 
signing himself’ “A Good O14 Missourian,” had 
some very uncomplimentary things to say of Los 
Angeles. I am “a good old Missourian” myself, 
or have been, and so feel competent to reply to 
his criticisms.’ Like most. persons who come out 
here to live, he got homesick. If he had waited 
for the homesickness to leave him, he would have 
fallen under the spell of our beautiful, climate. 
He came. to a decidedly different climate and yet 
wanted to continue wearing his Missouri. clothing. 
He had no adaptability. The nights. and mornings 
ate always'cool here. As for fleas and-ottier tn- 
tolerable insects, they have fatied to bother me 
and I’ve been’ here’ five years; éven flfes are scarce. 
Enough has not been sung’ of the praise of Call- 
fornia, from its mountain crests teeming :‘ with 
minerals to the ever green valleys ‘flowing. with ; 
oil and natural gas, on down to its rolling blue 
ocean, never at rest, sending out its health-giving 
breezes to all who come to receive them. | 

Los Angeles has spread herself to the sea and 
bas a free harbor’ where all nations are wel- 
come. Not far away, in the San Fernando Valley, 
are 14,000 acres of land that may be bought for 
$2 an acre and upwards. It will raise all kinds of 
winter grain without irrigation, such as barley, 
oats and grasses, alfalfa, clover and 
timothy; also potatoes, peaches,*plums and some 
varieties of winter apples. All this maturing by 
the winter rains alone. 

There are 185 churches here and as many good 
Christian. people as in any other place of like 
size. Most of the population being from all 
places, they are unusually cordial to each other, 
all trying to form new attachments, new friends,
